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WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATIONS BUREAU ANNOUNCES UPGRADES
FOR 800 MHz CELLULAR SERVICE FILINGS IN ULS

The Wireless Telecommunications Bureau has upgraded the Universal Licensing System (ULS) 
for filings by licensees and applicants in the 800 MHz Cellular Service.  The enhanced, web-based 
software will, by providing greater system accessibility and reliability, improve the ability of Cellular 
licensees and applicants to conduct electronic licensing activities.  As part of the enhanced functionality, 
ULS will now accommodate filings for Cellular systems that operate using a power spectral density
